But deere 
chtiſtians, metuail not,neyth cr charge pou 
gods clect pꝛophet with any euel ,02 bzeache 
of tiuiitte, leaſt happely in faultyng them, 
whom god lſendeth vnto pou with the worde 
of retontiſiation, pe pꝛocure to pour ſelues 
the ſa ne rebuke, whych our Sautouc Lyzſt 
gauc to the catthyng Yhariſets , namelpe, 

Quare Vos maium cogitatis in cordibus 
ve ri; ?For although Etap ſpake woozdes 
of tommandpug and ok auctoritpe, pet hee 
ſpake : heym not of hym ſe lee. neither in hys 


c wut name, but in the name of the lyupnge 


god- which called him to be his pꝛophet, and 
made hym a meſſaunzcr vatothe people, to 

call them to the obe dience of the fapth. Srs 
pngc therfoꝛe, that almighty God, the lorde 
ot all creatures ſent him to ſpeake vnto the, 

he geue him power to iap, A udite: and ſeing 
he ſent hem not to ſpeake his owne wozdes, 
hut the wozdes of Bod, he alſo gaue hym 
power to fape,Quoniam Dominus loquutu ef, 
Faz as the penne is the inſtrument, that fo2- 
meth the lettre, whereby the mpnde of the 
Lot doth appeate vnto them that read it, 
net through the pen only, but by the witer 
that vſeth the pen:euen ſo the pꝛophet Ts

was the inſttrumẽt of god, although called to 
the dignitie of a pꝛophet, vnable of himſelte 
to ſet fozty the ineſtimabic riches of Gods 
wildam. wout the aide of his holy ſpirit, ſaid 
Lingua mea calam us ſcribe, velociter ſcribentis. 
S. Paule wel remebzing that p miniſtratiõ 
of Þ woꝛd was honorable, whereof God had 
made him a chole inũrument e on the other 
ſide, not toꝛgettul howe lytle he had deſerued 
at p102ds hands ſuch a promocion, whan he 
beard Þ people of Loztnth fallen into ſuch a 
phꝛenctical coutention, p the! wold( as me do 
now a dates) either cõ mendc oꝛ lothe Þ woꝛd 

toʒ the inſtrument ſake, bicaule he wold not 
haue th? to regard his pet ſun, but alinighty 

Bod d ſpake in him: Therioze to declare him 

ſelf to debut an inſttumẽ̃t to ſet toꝛth Þ gloꝛy

pꝛeacher, ſpeakpng ſpncerely the woozde of 
Bod, is py mouth of god foz the time he pꝛea⸗ 
cheth. And therfoꝛe the Pꝛophets whã they 
had ſpoken to the people, vuto whome they 
were ſent, the mynd and wooꝛd or God, they 
fo2 the moſte parte concluded their matters 
with theſe wozdes,laping : Quoniam os EH. 1, 
Domini loquutum eſt, Whertoꝛe as they that 
deſpiſe the kinges embaſſadour, lytie regard 
02 eſteme the kyng.ſo iykiewile they that de⸗ 
ſpiſe the true preachers of the wozde of god 
as much as in them lycth,Teſpiſe god. Now 
dercly beloued chziſtiãs, although Eſap ſpca

As 
the Loꝛde hym ſelfe ſayth: Auren ueſtram inc 
clinate, & uenite ad me, audite, & uſuet anima 
ueſtra. To this end ſainct Paule made this 
{uppltcation unto the TCounthiãs, that thep 
myght lyue. Thertoꝛe to declare how cares 
full he was ouer they lyke, and tear full leſt 
thozow thepꝛ owne folp thep ſhoulde fall to 
death, he ſapde.

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ſaynt Paule exhoꝛt the Coꝛinthians, which 
were citiſpnus of the head citie of Achaia, of 
whom they had thepz names, and were cals 
led Cozinthians, wyliyng them, as a tender 
tather dooth his beloued chyldern, that they 
ſhuld not recepue the abundant grace of god, 
mynpſtred vnto them by bis nzeachpnge, in 
vapne. Wherfoꝛe he ſapth, We as helpers cx Rom: 11. 
hoꝛte pou. not that he ment by thoſe woꝛdes, 1 8. 
to helpe god, which needeth not the beipe of £2: 
men, bycanſe he is a perfect Sod, holp, iuſt Apoc. 17. 
and good, vnto whom nothing can be added 
noꝛ any thyug diminiſhed, but that he holpe 
the Lozinthians in this that he lacked not 
the miniſtration of the woꝛde toward them, 
neyther beh aued hym ſcifc vataythfully to⸗ 
wards Bod, by whom he was choſen to be 
an inſtrumente to beare his name vato the 
Bentiles. No neither vnkyndly toward the 
Coꝛinthiaus, whom he had conucrted vnto 
the truthc from their gentilitte and vngods 
lpnes. Foz as it appcarcth by auncient and 
godly wꝛpters, he lyued among the Coꝛin⸗ 
thians one hole pete and lire monethes: in 
the which he laboured with all diltgent pꝛea 
chynge, to bꝛyng thepm from all lettes that 
hyndered Chꝛiſtes religion, vnto the obedi⸗ 
ence of the fapth,wherwith, bekoze his com⸗ 
mpug,thcy were not a lpttell intected. 

What miſchicf was there to be ſene amõg 

any 
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any people, that coulde not be bothe ſene and 
| foundc among the Lozinthians befoze his 
| pzechyng2 Were they not deuout pdolaters, 
execrable biaſphemers, tnmercitull oppꝛel⸗ 
jt ſers, violent cxactours, beaſtly aduoutters, 
fullof cnuy,pzide, dzonkennes, gluttonye, | 
| ftrife,ſcdition and vnſpeakeable villanye a» 
| gaynſt Sod and his dere ſon Jeſus Lhztit? 
1 Dpd they not thzough ignozance, the chiefe 
It enemy to knowledge, abuſe all the good gif- 
* res of god? But the Lozde entendyng to ſet 
1 koꝛth mercy towardes them, lpke as he hath 
14 doon to all the hole wozlde,dpd moue ſaynte 
'Y Paule by his holp ſpirite co go pꝛeache vnto 
N them the glad tydynges of ſaluation, # call 
theim to repentaunce, that they myght by 
grace though faith in Jeſus Chiſt, obtein 
the crowne or immoꝛtalitie and cucrlaſtpng 
lpte.whyche thynge, whan he lyued famili⸗ 
arly among thepm, thozough the ſpirite of 
grace in pꝛeachyng, he perfozmed. Where⸗ 
ect. foze by ttewe pꝛeachyng he lapd a ſure foun⸗ 
ers, dation among them, vt ſapiens archytectuß, 
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namely the Toꝛd Jeſus, p chcy beyng buplt 
| | vpon hym, myght grow co an holy temple 
in the Toꝛde. Bowbeit the dpucl, the ancict 
| cump ot Sod. cndcuouryng to deſtroy that 
[1 that Sod wozkerh,labouryng to cuert that 
11 that Sod buyldeth, and to roote vp that 


that Sod planteth, bycanſe he may 5 a⸗ 
| ode 


byde the creatures of Bod to tourne from 
ſpune, and faythcfully to ſerue their Sod. 
Therkoꝛe ſcone after ſapntt Paules depars 
ture from Coꝛynth, the dpuell ( woozkyng in 
the child2en of vnbelefe) ſty;red the Lozin- 
thians to theyz old vomite agapn, that they 
mpaht peryche. And to bzyng this matter to 
paſſe, he laboured to cauſe the heathen peo⸗ 
ple that had concurſe thyther, not onelp by 
theyꝛ hcathenyſh? manners, to co2rupt the 
people, bur alſo thozough falſe Apoſtles, to 
'bzynge theym frome the truthe copaganry, 
from the goſpell to the lawe,from the righs 
tuoulnes of Chꝛiſte, to thepꝛ owne tyghtu⸗ 
ouſnes, and from the true wozſchppppnge of 
god, to adoꝛe their owne inuention, that the 
knowledge of Sod mpght cleane bee rooted 
out amonge the people, S ipnct Paule bes 
yng moued with godly zeale ouer them, and 
lothe to ſee them deſolate, whom god of his 
fre mercy foꝛ Chaiſtes ſake, thꝛough his pꝛe 
ching had cöuerted vnto the truth, althogh 
he had moued theym with one cpiſtle to bes 
ware of ſuche decepuers, pet ceaſſed he not 
with an other ( ſügnitpeng his carcfulnes)to 
cxhoꝛt theim that they ſhuld not receiue the 
grace of god in vapn, nepther r pnne againſt 
lo mercpfull a Sod. Fs there any thynge 
that mape deſerue moze commendation, 
thanne in the tyme of punpſchemente, 
to 
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p:onounced, to pardon ? This dyd our hea- | 
venly father foꝛ them, and not foz theim a» 


lone, but alſo fo2 vs, ſendyng his decre and 
only begotten ſonne to be a raunſom koꝛ our 
fpnncs, in whom all that beleue, haue remiſ⸗ 
ſton of theyꝛ ſynne, and lyfe euerla ſtpug. De 
alone is our Redemption and Juſtitication. 
In hm only ate our ſpnne purged and done 
awap. Heis our reconciliatton # mereyſeate 
in whom Bod is patifieb toward vs , conte- 
ted towardcs vs, agrced with vs to take vs 
fo2 his ſonnes.

Foz well knew 
ſapnc Baule the damnable policie of the dp⸗ 
uell, that he cared not though che wozd were 
muche pꝛeached, ſo that he mpght bꝛyng to 
paſſe to deũtope in the people the fruites of 
the golpell. Wherkoze be exhoꝛted them, not 
to tecepue the grace of God in vapne, but to 
be kapth tull folowers of Chziſt, and lyue afs 

ter the goſpell . Dycauſe the grace ot Sod .. 2. 
hath apcared, teachpng vs co deny vngodly- I 
nes aud woz1ldcty luſte, and to lpue iuſtly, ſo⸗

gzeat quantity txpꝛeſſeth the frutes thereof.

Datnce Paule after he felte 
the comfoꝛt of his election in Jeſus £Lhziſt 
by faith, he dyd not ſap, Of mpneowne fre- 
wpll Jam that J am: but he ſapde, By the 
grace of Sod J am that Jam. Hure it is 
therfoze, that wee can not thynke good noz 
doo good, neither wil good,noz wozk good, 
without the grace of God. Foz as S. Paul 
ſayth: God wozketh bothe the wyll and the 
der de. Awape than with this filthy freewpll 
floure,which is able to do vs no good (with 
out the grace ot God) but cddemne vs. and 
let bs faithfully embzace our ſautor Chziſt, 
which is our onlp ſautor, and none other 
by whs we receiue all good giftes,+ by none 
other:aud by who we do al chyngs pleaſing 
to God, and by none other: tu whom god is 
pleaſed cowardes vs, aud by none other.

A wap therfo:e with this 
tlowꝛe, and receiue the whollome doctrine of 
S.Paul, Cmnis anima poteſtatibus ſublimioris 
bus ſubditz ſit. exc. ho ſoeuer therkaze, ev. 
ther in ceremonies oꝛ godly religion, dooth 

not contoꝛme hym ſelte to the comon oꝛder, 

but millykyng the cõmon oꝛ der, chooſe ccres 
montes and doctrines of thep2 owne inuen⸗ 

ttons. ate authours of ſectes. 

J doo not here counte it vnlaukfull.nepther 
cauſe of diuiſion foꝛ any man to ble in his 
houſe any pꝛiuate oꝛder, foꝛ the tradpnge vp 
of his pourhe in vertue and godlync ſſe, ſo 
that it be conſonant to the wooꝛd of Sod, 
and in no contempt ot the common oꝛder. 

But it the d:tzcll can not cauſe men by his 
crafty illuſpons, to condemne thynges done 
by the faperyour powers conuenable to the 

truthe, 
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teuthe, and make innouations contrarpe to 
the lawes, than hee laboureth to popſon 
men with the ſtinkpng floure of ſeparation 
oꝛ ſegregation from other, as from wycked 
and damned men, not wozthy to communi⸗ 
cate the ſacramentes, o2 to eate and drynke 
with theim.

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It is therefo2elaufull foꝛ anp true chzifi{an, 
to come into the company of the vngodlp, ſo 
longe as he foloweth the crample of Jeſus 
Chiiſt. Pca we cughtto haue pſame mynd 
in vs, iat was in Chꝛiſe Jeſu, namelp to 
ſeke to dꝛaw the vngodly from ſynne to ver⸗ 
tue, from coꝛtupt maners to a ge dlp conucrs 
ſation, and not vtterly to condemne them as 
caſt awaies in teſpect et our ſclues. A daun⸗ 
ge tous thyng it is to take Soddee c ttice in 
band, oz to iudge this mũ oz that mi condt⸗ 
ned without any exception: Secyug it is to 
vs vncertapn who periſheth in his ſpn.

Where this peupſhe floure ſeruec not, he 
bath an other very fowle and lpukpuge, to 
cozrupte mans ſoule withall. As theſe are 
to peſtplent to be founde among chiultians: 

Namely to deny that childern be boꝛne in 
oziginall fpnne:0z that amanue after baps 
tiſme can not fall into deadelp ſynne: oz bes 
pnge lo fallen, caune not be renewed agayne 
by repentaunce:02 to denye the baptiſme of 
inkantes. 

Howe the woꝛde of god doth confute theſe 
crrours, and deface theſe floures, J woulde 
declare pf tyme ſcrucd : But by£83ite it ts 
ozte, and J haue ſomewhat moze to ſape, 
lette it bee ſufficient fo2 you to knowe, that 

they are peſtplent and vawholfom kloures. 
An other flowze che dyuell hath, wberwicy 
helaboureth to make men bzeake godly 023 
der, whiche is this: 

That te is laufull tobe a publyke pꝛeachet 

in a chziſtian cõmon welth, without the au- 

thozitte of the chziſten magiſtrates. 

But leaue this floure tothe dyuell agayne, 

whyche is and euer wyil bee, an ennempe to 

chꝛiſtlan ozd;r, And knowe you, that it is 
nos 
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notlanfullin a chꝛiſtian common weale to 
be a publpke pꝛeacher, without the authozi- 
tie ot t he hygher powers. 

An other tlowze the dyuell hathe in ftoze, 
Wwhcrwtich he woulde perſwade man, t bat in 
this lyte he map attapne ſuche a perfection, 
that he hall ſpnne in nothynge. 

And this is that dotyng floure, that a ma 
may kepe the cdmandementes of god fo per 
tectly and abſolutelp, that he ſhall ſpnne in 
nothynge,noz hauenothyng wherof to aſke 
£Sods mercy. But beware of this floure, 
whiche ſauoureth mozeof imagination thã 
of knowelcdge: moze lpke a dzeame than a 
truth:moze of foly,than of godly wiſedem. 
Foz by it the dpucl! gocth about, eyther to 
make vs tozgetfull of dure imbecillitie, that 
we mygyht tie leſſe regard our ſtrength and 
pꝛotettion Jeſus Lhzilt : oz els that in the 
ende whan our conſcicuce doth accuſe vs of 
offence agaynſt Sod, and his holy coman- 
dementes(that they be not pericctly kepte) 
be may thꝛuſt vs downe headlong to deſpe⸗ 
ration. We mult thcrtoze retuſe the lauoure 
of this floure, and nourpſhe oute ſoule with 
the ſwete odour of the truthe, by whom wes 
may learue our imbeculitie to bee ſluche, and 
the coꝛtuption of our natute ſo greatc, that 
neither we can oꝛ map kepe gods hoip com⸗ 
maundementes; lo abſolutely (no — 
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we haue the grace of Sod) that here we hal 
ſynne in nothyng. The experience whercof 
he ſhal eaſyly haue ᷣ beholdeth himſelfe wel 
in the lawe of God , wherby he ſhall ſee how 


intirme heis to obſerue the fpꝛſt commaun⸗ 


dement ſo perfectly,as the lawe requpzeth, 
namely, Dil:yes Dominum Deum tuum, ex toto 
corde, c. Wherefoze Bod of hys infinite 
goodnes, conſpdering our imperfection how 
we are letted thozow our weaknes, and want 
of our owne pouer, to kcepe the commanns 
dementes of Sod Pea altheughe our ſoule 
deſpꝛeth to neepe them, being therto moued 
by grace, he ſent his deer ſon Jeſus Chziſte 
to be the tulullpng ot the lawe in vs, as S. 


Paule ſapt): vet ſtitia leg is impleretur in Rem. a 


nob, qui non ſecundum carnem verſamur, ſed 
ſecundum ſpiritum. This is there foze to all 
faithfull chziſtians no ſmalle confolation, 
that although oute weaknes be ſuch, that we 
can not heere fo pertectis obſerue gods com? 
maundementes and ſpnne in nothynge pet 
we are aſſured by the pꝛomiſe of Bod. made 
in Lhziſt,yf we be faithful, that he wil ſuppip 
that which wantech in vs, and wil make his 
perfection to be outes, in whom we ſhall bee 
pꝛeſented beloꝛe the thꝛoue ot god, kauteles, 
as the membꝛes of his pzectons buoys to es 
ternal life. So that we ſhall not feare in the 
ende thys dynkynge flour, oz the dyuels ac⸗ 

D.t, cuſa⸗ 
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tuſation, ſeyng that our Sautoure Chꝛyſte 
is made of Bod, our mpſe dome, our rightes 
ouſnes, aut lauctification and redemption. 
Let vs thcreſcze committe our ſelues to the 
Lozd wyth weldopng, bepng out of doude 
that it hall not perpſh, that with an vntap⸗ 
ned hope is committed to hys charge.

Therc toꝛe hee moueth muche rike, by the 
par:itculat tallyug of Bꝛother e Splter, as 
thoughe Chziſtes churche were dyulded , oz 
that Bod fauvured ſuche partitularitie and 
diupſion. But Sodis the god of peace, and

Now outfautour Chꝛiſt ſpꝛeadeth abꝛode 
his metcpfull handes, crpenge vnto thoſe 
that mourne fo2 thep2 ſpnnes: Come vnto 
me all pe that labour and are laden, and J 
wyll refrelhe pou. 

Nowe is the tpme that oute Lozde knoc⸗ 
keth at thedoozc of your conſcience, pf any 
man wyll lette hym in, he and his iather wp! 
dwell with hym. 

Defcrre not the frme therekoze good chats 
ſttans of amendmeat oipote lines, but repfe 
aud bclcue the golpell Dallye no moze with 
pour ſelĩes, neither pꝛomiſe your ſelues ſetu⸗ 
xitie oꝛ peate, where as pc pet ſtriue againſt 
god thꝛough pour many folde {ynncs, Flats 
ter not our felfes with gods mercy,ſaipng, 
It is tyweinongh pet to amende, Jam but 
pong, J ſha!l obicyn caſilp hereatter rhe 11s 
bertie 
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beetle of the ſonnes of Sod: Wher as thou 
arte pet the dꝛudge to the diuell, and bande 
ſlaue to all filrhynes.Foz bis wzath cometh 
ſodeinly, cuen in the twynklynge of an epe, 
to deſtrop impenitent ſinners. But from the 
bottome of pour hartes repent, and be not 
aſhamed to bꝛyng foꝛth the fruices of your 
godly pꝛoteſſion, to the gloꝛpof god, that pe 
map by fapth, thzough a ſtebfaſt and lpuely 
hope in Chꝛiſtes pꝛecious bloudde, recepue 
immarce ſibile m coronam, the tewarde of his 
holp pꝛomes, amonges the ſaintes ſealed to 
etcrnail lpfe. Zhe tpme of oure lpfe is but 
choꝛte, and vanylheth atvay lyke a hadowe,

modicum apparent. It is good therefoze be⸗ 
tyme to lcarne to knowe our ſelues, and the 
ſtate of our moꝛtalitie vnable to be reſpſted, 
and in tymeto learne of che preacher, this 
wattbe worde, Mortem non tardare memento, 
that webe not at her compng vupꝛepared to 
the battaple, and taken without weapou oz 
armour, Morte nihil certius, at hors mortis in. 
certius nthil: pea ſo vntertapnt᷑ it is, that we 
can not tell what newes nyght bꝛyngeth, as 
the pꝛouecbe 19, Neſci aus quid ſerus ueſper Kee 
hat, no noz what ſhag; happen euer to moꝛo v: 
So vntertapne is the condition ot our lpfe. 


And thertoze a certapne pocte ſaftg: 
V iuimus 
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Vivimuincerti,nec quos lux craſtina caſus 
Adferat,humano pectore noſce datur. 
Seyng then it is ſo vncertapn, and whan ſt 
commeth not to be auopded, we muſt of due⸗ 
tie watcy and pꝛap, as it is wzttten, vigilate 
& orate, quia neſcitis diem neq; horam, leaſte 
our flyght be in the wynter. Foz the dape of 
the Loꝛde is at hand. Therfoze pzepare ople 
in pour lampes that pe mape enter with the 
bzydegroome, when he commeth. Doo pou 
not pꝛotraſtinate the tyme of amendement, 
leaſt whan pe come and knock with the foo⸗ 
lyſhe virgyns, this aunſwere be made vnto 
you, Non neui vos, Foz whan he cometh, de 
wyll not tarp, and his rewarde is with bym. 
Nowe is this accepted tyme w hyle it is cal⸗ 
led to dap. Rowe ls the dap of health, wher 
in Sod toz Lhziſtes ſake hath pꝛompſed to 
hclpe the true belcuers. Therfoze as Sarnt 
Paule councelled the Lozinthtans: Oucn lo 
doo Itouncell pou nowe, Ne quam vſquars 
demus off entionem ne reprehendatur miniſteriũ 


fed in omnibus comendemus nos ut Pei miniſtri. 


This wholſom and pꝛotptable councell dvd 
ſapncte Paule geue vnto the Lozinthians, 
whervnco he wiſhed them to obep, that ther 
by thep mpgbt certity them ſclues, that they 
were partakers of this accepted tyme. The 
ſame councel do J alſo nowe geue vnto pou, 
that pe map haue the ipke * 

0ze 
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toꝛe ſo leteucry man behaue bpm in his des 
gree and vocation, as Gods myniſter, that 
no faulte bee founde in his miniſttatton: 
Omnes enim ſtatuemur ad tribunal Dei. Who 
is tuſte,x map not awap with thole whiche 
anſwere his inerpzcſſible benignitie with 
fayze wooꝛdes and coprupt.yea writull wic⸗ 
ked manners, not commendyng them ſelues 
as the miniſters of God, but of Beltal. See- 
png then that we mult al come to tudgment 
beroze the thꝛone of God, whiche wyll not 
wink neuher faucur infquitie where and in 
whom ſocucr it be kound, bycauſc wyth hym 
there is no reſpect of perſous let vs al tale 
heed, ; no fault be found in our miniſtratid. 

Lefte the byſhoppes commende thepm 
felues as the mpniſters of Bod. that no 
fault befound tn theyꝛ miniſtration , whan 
this iudge ſha!! appeare. 

Tet the iuſtices behaue theym ſelues as 
the miniſters of S6d, in the true and iuſte 


execution ofthe lawes, without all coꝛtupte 


affections,dcfendying the welldoer, and pu⸗ 
niſhyng the yll, that no faulte bre founde in 
their miniſtrpe 

Let the other cfficers be dylygente e not 
flacke in their mpniſtry, neyther wink whan 
they ought to ſe, that no faulte be founde in 
their miniration.

| not bytter vnto them, but dwell wyth chelrz 
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doo well. 

Pe fathers pꝛouoke not your childzen vn 
to w2ath, but bzynge theym vp in nourcure 
and intoꝛmacion ofthe Lozd. 

Pe childzen obey your parents in the lozd, 
fo: that is good. Honour thy father and mo 
ther. that is the fſpꝛſt commanndement that 
bath any pꝛomiſe, that it map bee well wyth 
the, and that thou maiſt liue long vpõ earth. 

Pe ſeruantes obep pour bodplye maiſters 
with fearc and tremblyng, in the ſpnglenes 
ot your heatt, as vnto TChziſte, not with epe 
ſcrupce as men pleaſers, but as the ſetuants 
ot Chriſt, doing the wil of God hattely with 
a good wil, ſeruyng the lozde and not men, 
knowpng that u hat good cuery man doth , 
therot᷑ he ſhalbe rewarded of the lozde, whe⸗ 
ther Þ be be bond oꝛ free.

beauen,befoze whome there is no acception 
ol perſons, 

Thcrefoze to conclude(bycauſc J purpoſe 
to efchew eedyouſnes )let eucey mau in that 
office wherevato beets called, beyaue hym 
ſelte as the myniſter of God, that in hys 
offpce no faulte bee funde Than no 
doubt whan the houſho!der commeth frome 
farre, to take accompte and to vewe she 
doopnges of hys ſeru antes, theſe whycye 
bee fyndech faytbtull as bys true mpup 
ters, occupped in the dplpgente execution 
of their miniſtration, hee wpll bounces 
ftzllye rewarde fo2 hps pzompſe ſake. 
And they hall heat tyys comtoꝛtable wozd, 
Euge ſerve bone: where as they whyche 
deale vutruclp in their myupitration, ſmpte 
their fellowes, waſte thepz mapſters good 
in voluptuouſnes, hall bee not onlye rebu- 
ked wyth theſe ſharpe wooꝛdes, ſeruc nee 
quam, but alſo heaupipe rewarded with ve- 
ter darkeneſſe, where ſhall bee weeppnge 
and gnaſſhyng of tcethe. Sod make vs 
of the noumbze of the taithfull letuauntes. 
Amen. 

Now haue pou heard deerſy belcued chays 
ſtians the £rhoztacton 62 ſuppltcation di O. 
Paul made vntotde — Ons 
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as he willed them, ſo hath he done bs, not to 
recepue the grace of Bod in vayne, a iſo ye 
haue hearde howe che dpuell laboured to 
make them vnthankefull receyuers thereof; 
and howe at this dap he ſcrketh vs to be the 
ſame: And that by two wapes pzyacipally, 
eyther by coꝛtuptynge good lyucrs with pll 
ſpeakyng, J mean doctrine, oz cls good (pea 
kers with pll lpupnge. J haue ſhewed you 
what floures he ſtraweth afoze mẽ to bꝛyng 
this his polptie to paſſe. Then J declared 
howe the holy men in tyme paſt thankefully 
teceyued the grace of Sod, and refuſed the 
deluſions of the dpuell. Wherefoze Bod of 
his great mercy hearde them in an accepted 
tyme, and ſuccoured them. In concluſyon: 
A told pou, that nowe is that accepted tyme 
and day of ſaiuation.wherin Jexhoꝛted pou 
to walke as gods mpnpſters (that is fapth⸗ 
tity and godly) in pour miniſtratious, that 
pont whiche kapthfullp beleue, mape (at the 
ippcaryng ot our Lozde Jeſus) recepue the 
reward, naincly the croune of eternall ipfe. 
What uod temapneth, but to deſpze pou in 
the name of our Loꝛde Jeſus, that pe wyll 
(ail ſciſme, diſcozd and variance laid apart) 
growe to the rnitie of the ſpirite of Chziſte, 
that pe maye be lpke mynded tu the truthe: 
zuowyng that nothyng is moe acceptable 
in the ſigyt of almighty god in Jeſu 2 
yen 
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then the bnitle of bꝛetherne. Herevnto the 
whole ſcriptures doo leade vs: this they doo 
teache vs: and this thep wpll vs to folowe ; 
and that bycauſe Bod is the Bod of peace, 
and not of diſcoꝛd. He delyteth to ſee vnitie, 
dwell among chziſtian men (whiche by liue⸗ 
ly tapth ar graffed as membꝛes into his pꝛe 
ctous bodpe, and are his membꝛes in deede) 
and not diuiſion. Chꝛiſte oute heade is the 
peaceoffrpnge, the attonement maker, and 
the Sod of Reconciliation. The membzes 
{| beyngknyt to the head, What ought they 
to expꝛeſſe? A contrarietie to the bead?No, 
that were a wonderfull diſozder. Thep muſk 
thertoze erpzeſſe the qualitie of the head, by 
whom they bee gouerned. Heis peace, wee 
mult be peaſable:he made attonement, wer 
muſte bee attone:hets the Reconciliation, 
we mult be reconciled. He beyng the head, 
| is knyt to his membzes.al true ch2iſttis be 
his membꝛes, by his free ſure holy and mers 
cyfull pꝛompſe of oure partes vndeſcrued » 
| The membꝛes are kupt to hom with a lyue⸗ 
| ly fapth,mightily wozking by loue,thzough 
whole operation, as S. Paule pꝛoueth, wee. - 
at membꝛes one ot an other. The head agre⸗ 
etz with the body, to teach the membꝛes to 
| agree togyther. The head is not dinided fro 
the body, uo moꝛe mull the membꝛes therot 


be diuided. Whertoze to dꝛaw vs to the con 
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fozmitie of his membꝛes „and fo aliena: 
from vs the ennemp of vutrte, be gaue vs a 
notable lcfſon by ſapuct Paule, ſaipng: Lee 
there be but oe Loꝛde, one fapthe, one bap⸗ 
tilme, one god and father ok all, wypehe is 
aboue all, though all, and in you all. 
This is the rule of right chettanite, wher⸗ 
vuto we all thozough fayth muſt apply ours 
' (clues, and wherby we muſt be framed, yt we 
purpoſe to haue an euen and ſtraighte bupl⸗ 
dyng in the Loꝛde to eternal lpfe. From the 
whiche rulc who lo wplfully [warueth, and 
returneth not agapn by repentance, he hurs 
teth bym ſelfe incurablp, and (hal be caſt out 
of the vpne, as a withered branche fo:ſaken 
of the vint. ſo dꝛye that the ſwete moyſture 
of the wyne wyll not enter. Bod dꝛynge vs 
thcrefozc to vnitie fo muche commended in 
\cripture,that we map as membꝛes ruled by 
the vertu of the head, agree lyke membzes, 
in the bodp ot Chꝛiſt, that we may all heart 
his ropefulle vopce in the ende, ſapinge: 
venite benedicti patris mei in regnum præ para- 
tum fre uobts ab initio, tothe whpche Bod 
bꝛyng vs fo2 Lh:iſtes ſake. To whom with 
the father and the holy ghoſte be ail pzayſe, 
Honour? power and dominion, uowe and 
fo2 cuer. Amen. Bod be pꝛapſed.
